le Enclosed is the report of several wer inventions which 
were submitted to Mr. Ry MN. W. Kempner, Deputy Chief of Counsel, 
‘ffiae of U.S, Chief of Counsel for Tar Crimes, APO 696-4 
c/o Postmaster, New York, and which he furnished te your office. 


2. Mr, Ohnesorge's inventions appear to consist chiefly of 
recorrendetions in respect to television broadcas‘iing, in 
particular, the establishnent of a chain of televis!on releys 
consisting of airplanes, each of which transmits the television 
impulses to the next; this procedure is intended to overcome the 
limitation of television broadcasting to within the line of sight 
of the broadcasting station, 


_ ., Je There is little of intelligence value and there is no 
indication that Mr. Ohnesorge would be of particular intelligence 
interest. Uather, this appears to be an inventor's idea which 
has not been put into development or construction. 


4. Since some of the thoughts that he has are siniler to 
some recently published by the Radio Corporation of America, it 
is recomended that the (Unclassified) material be furnished to 
the Office of Technical Services of the Department of Commerce 
for transmission to the appropriate industrial concerns which may 
be working in the general line of tong range television broade 
casting, It is understood that the Office of Technical Services, 
although shortly to be deactivated, is still the agency through 
which such transmission to inJuatry occurss
